Stevenson Out Of Gas 
The question now in the presidential cam­ 
paign is like the one about the vaudeville per­ 
former who knocked himself out in his first 
turn: What will he do for an encore? 
Adlai Stevenson has knocked himself out. 
He made the knockout complete, 
in our 
opinion, when he butted his head into the H- 
bomb. He already was groggy from his failure 
to do a backward somersault on selective 
service. 
With three weeks to go before the end of the 
campaign, he must find something to rally his 
sagging hopes or end up in a heap on the 
political canvas. 
He has tried the school aid issue that is 
no good. 
The farm issue is not going to save him 
because he has milked it dry . 
His efforts to make iit appear that the coun­ 
try ’s foreign policy is desperately in need of 
his guidance have not been successful. 
He has done no good for himself by insist­ 
ing that the domestic economy is in a state 
of collapse no believes that. 
Repeal of the Taft-Hartey Act is such old-hat 
stuff that even union leaders don’t take it 
seriously . They don’t want to reopen the issue 
of la bor-rn a na gement relations at this time. 
In his angling for votes in the troubled wa­ 
ters of social legislation Mr. Stevenson has 
scared awa} the fish with his all-out acceptance 
of the absurd doctrine that Washington 
is 
smarter than all the rest of us who put up the 
money for its hand-outs. 
He has been a disappointment to the inde­ 
pendents who saw in him an urbane candidate 
with an attractive sense of humor in 1952 — 
a politician of a new stripe. In 1956, on the 
advice of the old-stripe politicos who have been 
running his campaign, he is talking like an 
oki-striper, himself. 
By his silence on the issue between the Sen. 
Eastlands and the left-field enthusiasts who 
are backing him, he has admitted tacitly that 
he dares no talk about the cy nicism in the 1956 
Democratic campaign. Americans for Demo­ 
cratic Action and the AFL-CIO are teamed up 
with the hard-bitten irreconcilables of reac­ 
tionary Democracy in a political power grab. 
Those who believe, as we have believed ever 
since Dwight Eisenhower said be would ac­ 
cept a second Republican nomination, that the 
Eisenhower administration deserved four more 
y ears on the record of its first four y ears were 
not ex pecting Adlai Stevenson to change their 
minds. 
All that he bas done during his campaign *s 
to strengthen their belief that President Eisen­ 
hower’s leadership had been of such uniformly 
high quality that his re-election was a fore­ 
gone conclusion, provided he wanted to be 
re-elected. 
Mr. Stevenson Was run out of gas. 
1 He is sputtering, with three weeks still to g o . 


THE 1952 STEVENSON was not 
gullible. 
He was a much more 
prudent and cautious American 
where the safety of the nation was 
involved than he appears to be 
in 1956. 
Here, for ex ample, is what Mr. 
Stevenson said in a speech at Hart­ 
ford, Conn., as reported in t h e 
newspapers of Sept. 18 , 1952: 
“Hie (atom) bomb is but one 
part of a general sy stem of de­ 
fense. It cannot be a substitute 
for such a general sy stem. Until it 
is subjected to a safe internation­ 
al control, we have no choice but 
to insure our atomic superiority . . . 
“Because our government knew 
the futility of the arms race, it 
made its great decision to seek an 
international sy stem for the con- 
rol of atomic power. . . I think 
this decision was right—profound­ 
ly right. . . the Soviet Union ba6 
thus far refused to join in 
a work­ 
able sy stem. 
“The reason is obvious. 
To be 
effective, such a sy stem would re­ 
quire effective United Nations in­ 
spection, and the Krmlin fears to 
open up the windows and doors of 
its giant prison. . . 
“We must strive constantly to 
break the deadlock in our atomic 
discussions. But we can never y ield 
on the objective of securing a fool­ 
proof sy stem of international in­ 
spection and control. And we never 
confuse negotiation with appease­ 
ment.” 
WHAT 
HAS 
HAPPENED 
to 
Adlai Stevenson since? In April 


1956, when his preconvention cam­ 
paign was well under way , he said 
in a public speech that America 
could stop H-bomb tests on her 
own and take a chance that Soviet 
Russia would do likewise. Soviet 
Foreign Minister Shepilov in 
a 
speech before the Communist parli­ 
ament, as reported July 16, 1956, 
backed up Mr. Stevenson’s pro­ 
posals by say ing: 
‘No elaborate sy stem of control 
would be needed as technical levels 
at the present time are high 
enough to disclose any nuclear ex ­ 
plosion.” 
Marshal Bulganin, Soviet pre­ 
mier, on Sept. ll, 1956, in a letter 
to President Eisenhower, said: 
It is known that in itself the 
discontinuation of atomic and hy ­ 
drogen weapon tests does not de­ 
mand 
any 
international 
agree­ 
ments on control, because the pres­ 
ent state of science and engineer­ 
ing makes it possible to reveal 
any ex plosion of an atomic or hy ­ 
drogen bomb wherever it has been 
carried out.” 
The Soviet premier went on to 
say that this circumstance “makes 
it possible to separate the ques- 
ion of terminating atomic and hy ­ 
drogen weapon test from the gen­ 
eral problem of disarmament.” 
NOW THE SOVIET CHIEF has 
come forward with another letter 
to 
President 
Eisenhower—dated 
Oct. 17, 1956—along the lines of 
the Stevenson proposal, offering an 
agreement to end H-bomb tests 
and say ing that “there will be no 
particular difficulty in supervis­ 
ing” the matter because ex plosions 
can be detected any where. 
He a-Ids that the Communist gov­ 
ernment is “entirely in agreement 
with the view which has been taken 
by certain prominent public figures 
in the United States lately about 
the necessity and possibility of an 
agreement 
on 
the 
banning 
of 
atomic tests.” 
No 
responsible 
American of­ 
ficials in the ex ecutive branch of 
the government have advocated 
any such thing. But, if Adlai Stev­ 
enson is elected president of the 
United States, the Soviet govern­ 
ment will find they have an Ameri­ 
can president who now is willing 
to risk the safety of his country on 
the word of the Communist re­ 
gime. 
The intrusion into 
a n American 
political campaign by the head of 
a foreign government is unpreced­ 
ented especially when the govern­ 
ment concerned 
is a potential 
enemy whose aggressive behavior 
has compelled the United States in 
self-defense to spend 40 billion dol­ 
lars a y ear on armament and to 
maintain large projects for the de­ 
velopment of nuclear weapons. 


—P R E SIDENT EISENHOWER 
was certainly right in publicly de­ 
nouncing t h e latest Bulganin 
maneuver as brazen interference 
in an American political campaign. 
Will the American people on Nov. 
6th really risk their safety with a 
candidate who is ready to stop de­ 
velopment of nuclear weapons on 
the pledged word of the enemy 
and without the “foolproof sy stem 
of international inspection and con­ 
trol” that he himself called for 
only four y ears ago? It seems in­ 
credible.

Besides, the Russian had devel­ 
oped a habit of breathing down 
Adlai Stevenson’s neck. Twice he 
followed up Stevenson’s sugges­ 
tions on ending H-bomb tests by 
making similar proposals himself. 
Bulganin has written President 
Eisenhower seven letters on dis 


Geneva in July 1955. Eisenhower 
has answered five times. They 
could never agree. 
Meanwhile, their representatives 
in the United Nations, on a spe­ 
cial commission to work out dis­ 
armament plans, couldn’t agree, 
either. 
This is the American position: 
gradual disarmament with con­ 
ventional weapons, later produc­ 
tion af nuclear weapons would end. 
But there would have to be iron­ 
clad controls and inspections from 
the beginning to be sure there’d 
be no cheating. 
The Russians have put their 
main emphasis on a ban on nu­ 
clear weapons. They have rejected 
all Western proposals for controls. 
The Russians and Red Chinese 
far outnumber the United States 
in manpower. It would be to their 
advantage to get 
this 
country 
right off to agree on banning nu­ 
clear weapons in war. Those nu­ 
clear 
weapons 
for 
the 
United 
States offset Russian and Chinese 
manpower. 
This 
is what happened with 
Eisenhower and Bulganin: 
At Geneva Eisenhower stole the 
show with a good will offer: as a 
first step toward disarmament he 
suggested the United States and 
Russia ex change complete infor­ 
mation about their military etab- 
lishments and permit each to pho­ 
tograph the other’s country from 
end to end to be sure there were 
no military buildups. 
It’s 
questionable 
Eisenhower 
ever could have made good on 
his. Congress might never have 
permitted the Russians to 
h a ve 
that much information about this 
country . But the offer at least took 


than with any hope or intention 
of agreement- 
Last April Stevenson first pro­ 
posed |h a t this country take the 
lead toward ending H-bomb tests. 
He was only a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination then. Bul­ 


ganin didn’t follow Stevenson at 
that time with a similar proposal. 
But on Sept. 5, 1956 — when he

On Ju ly 27, 1955, three textile 
workers’ organizers were b eaten 
when the u nion men attempted to 
distrib u te leaflets at a plant gate 
there. The assau lt came on the 
heels of a rab id, anti-u nion speech 
inside the plant b y a company 
official. 
In Altavista, Va., men posing as 
u nion su pporters called 
spu riou s 
u nion 
metings. 
Workers 
who 
showed u p for the rallies were 
spotted, listed and fired. 
In Gretna, Va., th e ru mor was 
planted that the U.S. mails were 
b eing checked. Workers were told 
that anyone receiving u nion liter­ 
atu re in the mail or sending com­ 
mu nications to the u nion wou ld 
have their names recorded and 
reported. This spread fear among 
potential u nion memb ers and cu t 
them off from the u nion 
head­ 
qu arters ou t of town. 


LAST 
SPRING, 
in 
Gaffney, 
S.C., nine strong-arm men b eat 
u p textile workers’ 
organizers 
once and fire-hosed them another 
time. One of the men attacked is 
Larry Rogan, the u nion’s edu ca­ 
tional director, who never has got­ 
ten into a fist fight in his entire 
life. It wou ld b e dishonest to pass 
this incident b y withou t stating 
for the record that Rogin is the 
kind of lab orite 
intellectu al 
on 
whom the fate of decent u nionism 
depends. He has always 
fou ght 
vigorou sly against racketeer! n g 
and commu nism, thou gh physical­ 
ly he cou ldn’t fight his way ou t 
of a paper b ag.
